8. Number of pupils per teacher: it is generally agreed that 25 pupils is as many as 
a teacher can handle to do her best work.

4. Expenditure per pupil: Autauga answers 18th. Her annual expenditure per 
child is $10, while Lowndes County spends $33 per child and Bullock $26. 

5. Salaries paid teachers: Autauga ranks 37th. Yearly average salary for male 
teachers is $306; female teachers, $289. Average annual salary for teachers in the 
State is $393. Montgomery County’s average is $687; Jefferson County’s average is 
$622. . 

6. Grades of certificates: Again Autauga ranks 18th. Thirty-six per cent of Au- 


tauga’s teachers hold First Grade certificates, while 69 per cent of Dallas County teach- 
ers, and 67 per cent of Montgomery County teachers hold Life and First Grade certifi- 


cates. . 

7. Illiteracy: Autauga stands 18th down the line. Between 400 and 500 of her pop- 
ulation over ten years of age must be classed as illiterates. 

8. Number of pupils per teacher. Autauga here ranks 14th with an average of 31 
children per teacher. 


9. Value of the school plant: Autauga ranks 23rd. Total value of school property 
in the county is $42,986: This represents an investment of $15 per child. The average 
for the State is $18 per child. In Montgomery County $65 has been invested for each 


child: in Bullock County, $45.

4. Additional time can be allotted to each recitation, thereby multiplying the oppor- 
tunity for thoroughness of work.

6. The larger classes give opportunity for more interesting work, the inspiration of 
numbers develops leadership. 


7. Such schools insure better teachers, for good teachers are attracted to those posi- 
tions which give opportunity for systematized work.

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AUTAUGA COUNTY HIGH SCHOOL 


The total expenditure of our High School is $3,824.57. 

Walker County with an enrollment of 74 spends $7,320.00. All County High Schools 
receive from the State annually $3,000.00. Walker supplements the State appropriation 
with $1,100 from the Board of Revenue; the County Board of Education gives $2,350. 

Jefferson County with an enrollment of 120 has $7,887.00. Of this amount the 
County Board of Education gives $3,417.00. 

Coffee County High School spends $5,417.00. Of this amount the town appropriates 
$1,250. 

Covington County gets from its Board of Revenue $1,000.00. 

Escambia County High School receives $800 from its County Board of Education. 
Total amount spent yearly, $4,789.00. 

Autauga County receives nothing from the Board of Revenue or from the County 
Board of Education. 

A deficit of from $300 to $400 has to be made up each year from plays or from pri- 
vate subscriptions. 

Are we doing what we should for our Covnty High School? 

The Autauga County High School is one of the very few of such schools that at- 
tempts to maintain a faculty of four teachers on the State appropriation and fees. 

Mr. Williamson, the principal, says: “Its standard for promotion is such that pupils 
are required to do the work satisfactorily to the faculty. Promotion and graduation 
are not matters of time but of application. Graduates of the Autauga County High 
School are admitted into the standard colleges and universities of the South without 
examination.” 

A strong faculty for the coming year wil] probably give one of the best vear’s work 
in the history of the school.

Marbury can boast of as fine school spirit as any town in the State. 

In a town of about 300 population they maintain a school of over two hundred pupils in three well 
equipped modern buildings. The new High School is built on the State plan; has well equipped Domestic 
Science and Manual Training departments; is steam heated; has sanitary drinking fountains; toilets 
and shower baths. 

The Primary room has the most modern equipment. A new victrola is the delight of the little 
ones. Flower boxes at the windows and a flourishing school garden show the work of well trained 
teachers. 

A well kept tennis court and a large gymnasium show the community's belief in the educational 
value of athletics. 

A faculty of six well trained teachers and a sentiment in the community that the school is a matter 
of prime importance accounts for the good name of Marbury as a school center. 

Mt. Creek at a distance of two miles has consolidated with the Marbury school.
